the 
organization to 
which you contribute is not oper 
ated for personal profit and does 
not carry on propaganda or oth 
orwise attem pt to influence legis­ 
lation. 


Gifts to veterans’ organizations, 
or to governm ental agencies are 
deductible if used for public p ur­ 
poses. 
So also are gifts to fra ­ 
ternal 
organizations 
lf used for 
charitable, religious, or other pur­ 
poses listed above. 
But keep in 
mind that you cannot deduct dues 
or other paym ents to an organ­ 
isation for which you receive 
a 
personal 
profit. 
For 
exam ple 
you can deduct gifts to a YMCA, 
but not m em bership dues 
Gifts of property are deduct!

t h e “ fiery,” But at times during 
the interview, he sounded 
more 
Uke a worried coUege professor 
than a scrappy union chief. 
He did not once mention

dustry over UAW demands for

profit-sharing system. In fact, his 
only

to labor-manage 
ment relations was in reply to a 
question about the economic out 
look.
